HUNDREDS OF BOMBS MADE 


Two of the Prisoners Hold High 
Places in the Employ-of the 
Hamburg-American Line. 


Nearly eleven months’ work done 
mainly by Gegman-American detec 
tives, acting under the supervision of 
Captain Thomas Tunney of the New 
York Detective Bureau, culminated last 
night in the &rrest of four more Ger- 
mans on the charge of placing fire 
bombs upon ships carrying munitions 
and food from the Port of New York 
to the allicd powers. 

The men arrested yesterday - are 
believed by the police to be far 
higher up in the organization of 
German plots than Captain Robert Fay 
and his alieged associates, who were 
arrested on a simMar charge last Oc- 
tober, but tnere are others still higher 
upon whom the police expect to get 
their hands withina few days. 

The police feel sure that the activities 
of the men now at Headquarters and 
those whom they expect soon to take 
into custody have been responsible for 
fires on at least thirty-three ships that 
caused damage of not jess than $4,000,- 
000. : 

The charge against the men arrested 
last night was attempted arson—‘ act- 
ing in concert with others ’’’,and manu- 
facturing liquid fire bombs which were- 
placed in sugar bags on the steamship 
Kirkoswald of the Fabre Line. This 
vessel left New York May 2 last, cavgeht 
fire at sea while en route to Marseilles. 
and finally put into ‘that pert°on June 
8, after which one or two unexploded 
bombs were found in the cargo.

It is thought that the present arrests 
may lead to the tracing of a connection 
not only with Robert Fay and others 
already arrested, but with Erich Muén- 
ter, who committed suicide after at- 
tempting to blow up ‘the Capitol at 
Washington and to assassinate J. P. 
Morgan. Muenter wrote a letter in 
which he said that he had put a bomb 
on a ship which would explode about 
July 7, and very near the time he set 
there was an explosion and fire on the 
Atlantic Transport liner Minnehaha.

Police Find Bomb Cases. 


Becker, the police say, ‘has confessed 
that he made the containers for the 
bombs and gave them to Captain von 
Kleist. Two of them—the police think 
that several humired were made—were 
found in von Kleist’s home; another in 
the plant.of the Agricultural and Chem- 
jéal Works. This factory, a ramshackle 
two-story framé structure, was opened 
after the beginning of the war for the 
manufacture of, agricultural fertilizer, 
which was shipped to Germany via 

“Holland and Norway.

The bombs which German plotters made ‘to put on sugar ships were 


at one end, about five inches long, and perhaps an inch thick. This work 
Ernest Becker,ethe electrician on the Kaiser Friedrich der Grosse, has. 
admitted that ‘he did. Into about two-thirds of the length of the cylinder. 
was packed an explosive the nature of which ‘is at present under analysis. 


‘Closed at the inner end and with a hole for a cap in the other. 

Into this capsule was poured an acid in diluted form, which would eat 
through the aluminum cover in four or five days. 
sealed with a lead cap, on which the acid would have no effect. 

The bomb was made stable by a large, irregular piece of tin soldered” 
When the acid ate through the alumi- 
num and came into contact with the»explosive the détonation took place. 

_ . Professor A, Smith, senior professor in chemistry at Columbia Uni- 
versity, was asked last night by THE TrmEs to identify the acid. 

“ While, of course, this must be more or less guess work,” said. Pro- 
fessor Smith, “I should say that the agent the men had used was sulphuric 
acid. Hydrochloric acid, as:do most acids, find aluminium, which is an 
active metal, a non-resistent, but with lead all known acids require more

Forecasts New Proposal bySen- 
ator Reed—Hopes Yet to 
Kill Volunteer Reserve. 


The Executive Committee of the Na- 
tienal Guard Association of the United 


States, h_its ; 
inane un Foster, Adjutant 
Genéfal of Florida, in a’ bulletin just 
issued. to its members, annotinces: that 
Senator Reed of Missouri will offer a 
substitute section for Section T6 of the 
“Which will pfévide for thé 
‘paymient of National’ Guard officers of 
the higher as well as the lower com- 
missioned grades. The builetin suggests 
the- members of the association com- 
municaté with their Senators and urge 
support for the Reed amendment. 

Under this amendment all officers of 
the rank of Captain and higher grades 
will receive an- annual remuneration of 
$500. Under the Hay bill officers above 
the rank of Captain serve without pay. 

With the bulletin there was issued also 
by Genéral Foster a, copy of a letter 
written to Senator Bleir Lee of Mary- 
land, in which General Foster denied 
that the National Guard Association 
was maintaining a lobby in Washington 
to influence pending: military legislation. 
The bulletin itself, dated A 10, reads 
as follows: 


Bulletin to the Nation! Guard Asso- 
ciation: The following information is 
furnished regarding the progress: of 
the Military bill in the Senate: 


Two of the amendments Salkjeamii 
by the Executive Committee of the 
National Guard Association have been 
considered. The first was an amend- 
ment to Section 6 providing for a Na- 
tional Guard Section in the General 
Staff to consist of five National Guard 
Officers, etc. This amendment was 
passed.

that town. Ojinaga is rectly across 
the border from Presidié, Texas, and 
about 150 miles north of Sierra Mojada. 

Far From Avferican Troops, 

Another circumstance that gives color 
to this theory of the bandit’s location 
ig that Canuto Reyes, at the head of a 
large number of men, was reported from 
Torreon a week ago to be traveling 
north, in the direction of Sierra Mojada. 
It was the belief at the time in Torreon 
that Villa’s ally was on the way to 
join his chief. If it proves true, Villa 
has’ evaded the American troops, who 
nave been driving south at’ an qmazing 
speed, and are today reported from re- 
liable sources to be well south of Par- 
ral and close to the Durango border. 

Sierra Mojada is 140 miles east of 
the pwearest “point at which American 
troops are known to be.

Full Text of Germany's : Note 





‘BERLIN, April. 1041 1 9 16. 

The! undersigned has’ the honor to inform your Excellency, Ambassador Gerard, in re- 
sponse to communications of the 29th and: 30th ultimo and the 3d instant regarding the 
‘steamers ‘Sussex, Manchester, Engineer, Englishman, Berwindvale and Eagle Point that the 
mentioned cases, in accordance with our notes of the 30th and 31st ultimo and the 4th and > 


bth instant, have been subjected to careful investigation by the Admiral Staff of the navy, 
which has led to the Following results; / f 

- First —The English Steamer Berwindvale—A didamaiee which was es the Berwindvale, 
was encountered on the evening of March 16 in sight of Bull Rock Light, on the Irish coast, by a 
German submarine. The steamer, as soon as she noticed_the submarine, which was running un- 
submerged, turned. and. steamed © away. She’ was ordered to halt by a warning shot. She paid no 
attention, however, to-this warning, but extinguished all lizhts and attempted to escape. The vessel 
was then fired ppon until halted, and without further orders ‘lowered several boats. - After the 
crew. entered the boats: and received enough time to row away the ship was sunk, 


wf The name of” this steamer was not establishedy it:cannot be stated with assurance, even 
with the help of ‘the details which were furnished by the American Embassy, that the above de- 
scribed incident concerns the steamer Berwindvale, Since, however, the steamer sunk was a tahk * 
steamer like the Berwindvale, the identity of -the ships may be assumed. In this case, however, 


. the statement made that’ the Berwindvale was torpedoed without gvarning would conflict with the 


fact. : * 


Second.—The British Steamer Englishman—This-steamer on March 24 was>called upon to 
halt by a German submarine, though two warning shots, about twenty sea miles west of Islay 
(Hebrides.) The vessel proceeded, however, without heeding the warning, and was therefore forced 


by the submarine by artillery fire to halt after an extended chase, whereupon she lowered boats 
without further orders. 


After the German commandant had convinced himself that the crew had taken to the boats 
and rowed from the ship, he sank the steamer. 


Third—The British Steamer Manchester Engineer—It is impossible to establish through 
the investigation up to the present whether the attack on this steamer, which, according to the 
given description} occurred on March 27, in the latitude of Waterford, is attributable to a German 
submarine. The statement regarding the time and place of the incident gives no sufficient basis 
for investigation. It would therefore be desirable to have more exact statements of the place, 
time and attendant circumstances of the attack reported by the American Government in order 
that the investigation might thereupon be brought ‘to a conclusion. 


Fourth.—The British Steamer Eagle Point—This steamer in the forenoon of March 28 was 
called upon to halt by a German submarine through signal and shot about one hundred-—mot one 
hundred and thirty—sea miles from the southwest coast of Ireland, but proceeded...She was there- 
upon fired upon until halted, and, without further orders, lowered two boats, in Which the créw 
took their places. After the commandant convinced himself that the boats, which had hoisted 
sails, had gotten clear. of the steamer, he sank thé steamer. 


At the time of the sinking a north-northwest wind of the strength of two, not “a storm 
wind,” and a light swell, not “a heavy sea,”as stated in the given description, prevailed. The 


boats, theréfore, had every prospect of being picked up very quickly because the place of the sink- | 
ing lay-on a much used steamer path. 


If the crew of the stéamer used only two small boats for saving themselves the respon- 
sibility falls upon themselvés, since there were still upon the steamer, as the submarine could es- 
tablish, at least four big collapsible boats, 


Fifth—The French Steamer Sussex — Ascertainment of the fact whether . ‘ithe Channel 
steamer Sussex was damaged by a German submarine was rendered_extremely difficult. because 
no exact details of time, place, and attendant circumstances of the sinking were ‘known, and also 
because it was impossible to obtain g picture of the ship before April 6. Consequently the inves- 
tigation had to be extended to all actions undertaken on the day in question—March 24—in the 
Channel in the géneral region between Felkstone and Dieppe. a 


In that region, on March 24, a long, black craft without a flag, having a gray funnel, 
small gray forward works and two high masts, was encountered about the middle of the English | 
Channel by a German submarine. The German commander reached the definite conclusion that it 
was.& war vessel, and, iftdeed, a mine-layer of the recently built English Arabic class. He was. 
led to that conviction ‘ the following facts: First, by the plain, unbroken deck of the ship; sec- 
ond, the form of the stern, sloping downward and backward like a war vessel; third, she was 
painted like a war vessel; fourth, the high speed developed, about eighteen knots; fifth, the cir- 
cumstance that the vessel did not keep a course northward of the light buoys between Dungeness 
and Banchy Head, which, according to the frequent and unvarying observations of.

DUTCH FIND ' TORPEDOES 
SANK TWO STEAMSHIPS 


Shipping Council’s. Report is Posi- 
tive on the Tubantia and 
the Palembang, 


AMSTERDAM, ’-April: 12, (via’ Lon- 
don.)—The Dutch Shipping Council, 
which was intrusted by the Govern- 
ment with an official investigation 
into the sinking of the Dutch steam- 
ships Palembang and Tubantia, has 
issued the report of its findings. It 
gives in great detail the particulars 
of the facts established regarding the 
logs of these vessels. . 

Concerning the -Pajembang the re< 
port says in.part. 

“Three explosions “took plate. The 
first was caused by the explosion at 
some distance of a’ drifting -mine,: 
which was fired upon by a British 
torpedoboat destroyeri* “After the ex- 
plosion the Pulembang remained un- 
damaged. The second explosion was 
caused by a torpedo, fired at short 
range, which hit the Palembang. This 
igs established beyond doubt by the

The 
exploMion caused: a hole, extending 
from the bettom to the vn ah deck. 
Witnesses observed a streak on thy 
water approaghing the’ Tubantia at 
great speed, “directed” at: the point 
where the explosion “occurred. 
~ “ From ‘investigations made by ex- 
perts it is. clearly shown that~-the 

feces of métal in the Tubantia’s 
oats ceme from a Schwartzkopf tor- 
edo. Statements of witnesses* and 
experts prove that the explosion was 
caused by a torpedo, fired from some 
distance by a ‘submarine or a tor- 
peddéboat without warhing. In view 
of the fact that no other vessel was 
in the vicinity, jt is evident that the 
arent was meant for the Tubantia.

FRENCH REPORT ON SUSSEX. 


Admiral Grasset Gathered Evidence 
of Torpedoing. 


‘ Rear Admiral Grasset, Assistant Chief 
of the French Naval Staff; in an official 
report on the Sussex sinking transmitted 
to’ Washington said: 

“In conformity with your instructions, 
-l proceeded to Boulogne, where I con- 
diicted.an inquiry relative to the attack 
on the Sussex. On March 24 the Sus- 
sex, belonging to the State Railway 
Company, and running the regular serv- 
ice between England and France, left 
Folkestoné at 1:25 P. M. for Dieppe.

the Entente Allies. 

* Here is what Sir Edward Grey’s note 
says about the alleged plot: 

‘I may add for the confidential in- 
formation of the Government of the 
United States that from actual occur- 
rences and from reliable information re- 
ceived it has been definitely established 
that the Germans resident in Shanghai 
have been engaged for some time past 
in the collection of arms and ammuni- 
tion, both for clandestine transmission 
to India, and, if possible, for the arm- 
ing of a ship to play the part of a Far 
Eastern Méwe. His Majesty's. Govern- 
ment were able to cope with this 
activity to a considerable extent, and 
obtained the arrest of various German 
agents caught in the act of attempiing 
to smuggle arms out of Shanghai;

vey! In reality, it is very different. 
aanies yourself in the dark cabin of 
a ship, the whole fabric” of which 
shudders in the tumult of her mighty 
engines. as you . peer’, through a 
narrow slit at a quick-changing cinema 
on a distant screen. For that was the 
Verdun battle as I saw it, save that 
those rapid glimpses revealed. horrors 
no producer. would dare. feature. 
Captain A. had led.me through a maze 
of trenches, now burrowing in hollows, 
now terraced across heights with sand- 
bags, to an observation post, buriéd 
deep in a hillside due south of Cumiéres 
village.

tration must have its Dreyfus.”’ 

Mr. Menken characterized the Hay 
bill as a menace to the country ana 
as a violatidn..of every recommenda- 
ticn of.experts. He charged that Coh- 
gress was ignoring a’\demand for de- 
fense on lines laid°“down by men who 
knew. He said the “American people 
had shown themselves for preparedness 
and that Congress should know “ that 
their delays are intolerable and that 
if we are attacked theirs will be the 
penalty for the wreck and ruin of our 
country.”

CALLED A PATRIOTIC DUTY 


‘Would Keep His Memory Green— 
Use of His Name Declared an Of- 
fense to Him and the Country. 


Speciat to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—In the Sen- 
ate today Mr.. Works of California, a 
Progressive Republican, and Mr. Thomas 
of Colorado, 2 Democrat, expressed the 
opinion that Associate Justice Hughes 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States should in some unmistakable.way 
take himself out of reach of political 
consideration. 

Mr. Works opened the discussion in 
the course of a prepared speech on cer- 
tain constitutional tendencies which he 
thought were illustrated by the proposed 
federalization of. the National Guard. 
Mr. Thomas.-briefly indorsed what Mr. 
Works had said, and cited an instance 
of two judicial candidates, whom he de- 
scribed afterward as being of Nevada. 

Mr. Works in 1912 ‘was not a Roose- 
velt man. In a speech in that campaign 
he severely criticised both Colonel 
Roosevelt and President Taft. Today 
when asked to name his candidate he 
was noncommital. 

“‘ Partisan politics,’ said Mr. Works 
in his speech, ‘‘is ruthless in its de- 
mands and invades the most sacred pre- 
cincts of the National’ Government. It 
is seeking place and pelf and power 
wherever and whenever it can find en- 
trance. Just now it is attempting to in- 
vade the Supreme Court of the United 
States. It is presenting to a member of 
that body the greatest temntation that 
could be offered to an American citizen— 
to surrender his place on the bench and 
become a candidate for political office. 
This attempt to bring the highest judi- 
cial tribunal of the country, or any 
member of it, into politics should be re- 
sented not only by the member to whom 
this tempting offer is made, but by the 
whole country. ‘ 

Points Out Way ef Patriotism. 


‘To my mind it is of the gravest im- 
portance that that great tribunal should 
be separated absolutely and forever 
from politics, candidacy for office, or 
any interest in elections beyond that of 
the disinterested and patriotic private 
citizen. If any member of the Supreme 
Court is tempted by an offer of a nom- 
ination as a candidate for the Presi- 
dency of the United States and refuses 
the offer because he is a Justice of the 
Supreme Court, and for that reason can- 
not conscientiously accept a nomination 
to a political office or engage in politics, 
he will have rendered his country a 
great and lasting service. If he does 
that one act of unselfish patriotism and 
devotion to the best interests of his 
country, that has so signally honored 
him, it will keep his memory green in 
the minds of his countrymen long after 
the politicians who thus tempted him 
are forgotten. The use of his name as a 
candidate is an offense to him and to the 


ountry. 

‘“* Whether Justice Hughes is going to 
allow his name to be used as a candi- 
date,”’ said Senator Works, mentioning 
the Justice by name for the first time, 
‘“*is of profound interest and of great 
importance to the country at large. 
Whether one man or another is named

MISS WILSON URGES FORUMS 


Asks Congressmen’s Ald In Using 
Schools for Meetings. 


Special to The New York Timea. 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—Mies Mar- 
garet Wilson, daughter of the President, 
established a precedent today when she 
appeared before a committee of Con- 
gress to advocate the passing of a bill 
directing the Board of Education of the 
District of Columbia to permit the use 
of schools as community forums, 

Miss Wilson handled her case well 
and was quick at repartee when mem- 
bers plied her with questions. She dis- 
posed of two embarrassing issues—the 
race question and the right of the com- 
munity to use its school buildings for 
Sunday meetings. The present issue 
arose when the Board of Bducation re- 
fused to permit the use of a school on 
Sunday. 

Miss Wilson told the committee frankly 
she did not think Congress had ‘the 
right to dictate when a forum shall be 
held; that this should be determined 
by the community. When she was 
pressed by Representative Ragsdale of 
South Carolina to express an opinion 
as to whether the bill should specify a 
segregation of white and colored meet- 
ings she said: 

“I do not think the race question 
ought to be written into the law. The 
question will settie itself in the com- 
munity. Each community now has sepa- 
rate buildings for white and colored 
vatrons.”’ 

That neither Congress nor the Board 
of Egucation should attempt to say 
that: a school building should not be 
used for public discussions on Sunday 
afternoon was another unequivocal state- 
ment of the President’s daughter. 

*“*It is suggested,”’ she said, “‘ that we 
have introduced a shocking and iniqui- 
tous bill here because under it these 
community forums might meet on Sun- 
day afternoon. There is nothing about 
Sunday in the bill, and the only ques- 
tion is whether the Board of Education 


or the manfortty of a@ community shall 
bave the right fo say when these meet- 
mgs are held.’ I think that no demo- 
cratic Congress—I méan dembecratic with 
a small ‘d’—will say we nnot use 
these buildings on Sunday ernoons.”’ 

**I.do not know that I would vote to 
turn over school buildings for political 
discussions,’’ said Representative Focht. 

**I do not know t it applies to this 
board,”’ replied Miss Wilson, *‘ but some 
boards of education who have refused 
use of school buildings elsewhere are 
afraid of public discussions.”’ 

Loud applause from the hundred-odd 
women gathered in the committee room 
greeted this statement.

City Bills on Calendars. 


There are on the Senate third reading 
calendar two New York City bills of the 
Brown committee series which have not 
yet been considered. One of these pro- 
vides for a referendum on whether the 
city authorities shali have the right to 
fix salaries and regulate conditions of 
employment under the county govern- 
ments in New York City. he other

the 1909 Legislature that all the money 
realized from the licensing-of motor cars 
should be used for the maintenance of 
good roads. 

Senator Walters said he was present 
when the pledge was given in Speaker 
Wadsworth’s room. He was borne out 
by Senator Charles J. Hewitt of Cayuga, 
who declared that he was present, too. 
Both said that they regarded the pledge 
as binding on them personally and that 
they could not see their way clear to 
approve of any portion of this tax being 
diverted from his original purpose. 

**It is ridiculous,’’ said Senator Brown 
in reply, ‘* to maintain that this pledge 
could be binding. on all future legisla- 
tures. It is absurd to try to have it ap- 
pear that the 300,;000:-odd motor car own- 
ers in the State are paying their license 
fees into the State Treasury in the same 
spirit that they drop 25 cents on the col- 
lection plate on Sunday. 

‘ What we are proposing to return to 
New York City is merely a few crumbs. 
We are appropriating $15,000,000 for 
highway purposes this year. "and of that 
amount we will ask New York City to

Mayor's Vetoes Overridden. 

Both Senate and Assembly today

service regulation within tHe city. The 
bill L igilve the Mayor power to appoint a 
rapid transit commission composed . of 
seven members, one from each borough, 
together with the Mayor and the Con- 
troller, to take over the supervisory 
work in connection with the construction 
of new transit lines, provided the Board 
of Estimate adopts a _,resolution sanc- 
tioning such action. ® 

Favorable action was taken on an 
amendment to the Public Service Com- 
missions Law proposed by the Thomp- 
son Committee under which, instead: of 
the present $5,000 penalty in cases where 
orders of the commission have beén dis- 
obeyed, it is left within the discretion 
of the jury to impose any penalty up 
to that amount.

THE GERMAN ALIBI. i 
The admission made by the Imperial 


Government iy the note just received, ; 


that a German submarine ‘was in the 
neighborhood of the spot where the 
Sussex was attacked, at the very 
time, and did there and then tor- 
pedo a ship which was apparently 
not the Sussex, may well excite our 
wonder. The Captain of the U-boat, 
we are gravely told, made a drawing 
of his victim, which is quite unlike a 
photograph of the Sussex with. which 
it has been compared. 

The questions to which this singular 
reply to our request for information 
gives rise are obvious. What vessel 
other than the Sussex was torpedoed 
in the Channel on.that day? There 
has been no report of any other attack. 
It is_very strange. If this as yet un- 
authenticated ship was not sunk. with 


all on board, leaving not a soul to tell. 


the tale, not a boat or hatch or any 
piece of wreckage as a mute witness 
of the tragedy, we should beyond all 
doubt Rave heard of the matter. At- 
tacks by submarines are faithfully and 
promptly reported. There is at pres- 
ent a very strong motive for reporting 
them. 

The ship he sank, says the German 
commander, was, in his opinion, a ves- 
sel of war, a mine-layer. Her build 
and speed gave him that impression, 
which was confirmed by the great 
violence of the explosion resulting 
from the shock of the torpedo. This is 
very interesting. Had the Captain ad- 
mitted the complete destruction of a 
ship of peace, with all on board, his 
Government would have been charge- 
able with the very offense we have 
had to complain of so often. A ship 
of war he had the right to destroy 
without warning. If he has invented 
the tale—and it is impossible to say 
whether or not he has invented it—the 
careful ascription of a war character 
to his prey was forethoughtful and 
prudent. 

Mine-layers or warships, out for a 
trip in those waters, are not long 
away from port. Any craft of that 
kind in the Channel on March 24 
would long ago have reported, or would 
have been recorded as missing by the 
British Admiralty. So we must ask 
the Government of Great Britain if 
any such ship as the German Captain 
describes was afloat in those waters 
on March 24 and has not since that 
time reported. When we gét the Brit- 
ish answer we shall be in a position 
to appraise this quite unexpected piece 
of testimony. 

But from what source came the 
missile that damaged the Sussex? - It 
was a mine, doubtless. a British float- 
ing mine, says the German note. That 
statement we shall not accept, bare as 
it is of all supporting evidence. . We 
have direct testimony that the track 
of a torpedo was seen by those on 
board a moment before the explosion. 
The conjeeture of the accused cannot 


outweigh the proofs of the complain- : 


ant. Presently we shall further advise 
Germany as to our view of the Sussex 
case. That is precisely what the new 
note leads to—-further correspondence. 
But we are about done with note 
writing. 
WAR ON NEUTRAL, SHIPPING: 
Dr. Kasi LIEBKNECHT, a prophet not 
without honor save in his own. coun- 
try, succeeded in saying to the Reichs- 
tag last week that the fall of frightful 
Grand. Admiral von ‘Trrpitz had not 
produced effects as advertised. His 
successor, Admiral ‘CaPgELiE, had got 
into office.on a question of war policy 
that! wag thought to have been de- 
cided against’: von TirPiTz, namely, 
whether the U-boat should pursue a 
‘career of limited or unlimited fright- 
fulness; but, in fact, no change had 
been perceptible.

‘The issue of 
limited vs, unlimited frightfulness was 
taken up to the Kaiser, who decorated 
von TiRPITZ and accepted his resigna- 
tion, That was. a moral victory for 
the Chancellor, who had yet, however, 
to. win his case. before: ‘the. ReichStag, 
which he apparently did, not -without 
‘difficulty, but with the great. deal of 
publicity, . All the world: “was allowed 
to know that opinion had ‘beén bitterly 
divided, that thé Chancellor had tri- 
umphed in the cause ‘of moderation, 
and that the fall of: ‘VON ‘TIRPITZ was 2 
concession to the moral Brejudices ‘of 
neutral countries. 

But what-has been the U-boat asa 
since? . It-has been a von Tirpitz 
record. Neutral vessels have been de- 
stroyed, with or without warning, as 
the submarine commanders have pre- 
ferred. Since March.1 the loss of neu- 
tral shipping has been greater than in 
any. corresponding time since the begin- 
ning ofthe war. In February fifty ves- 
sels were lost, of which five were neu- 
tral. Since March 1 eighty-two have 
been lost, of which thirty were neutral. 
Some of the neutrals have hit mines, 
some have ‘been lost without -proof-of 
cause, but many others have been 
openly torpedoed, for no reason. other 
than that of carrying freight on enemy 
seas. All seas to Germany are enemy 
seas. All shipping is enemy shipping. 

No notice was ever given of this.war 
upon neutrals. From Madrid comes 
word that Spain is amazed at. the 
torpedoing unawares of the steam- 
ship ‘Santanderino. Sweden, Norway, 
anc Holland have ceased -to - be 
amazed. Berlin denials, accompanied 
by promises to be sorry .and make 
reparation if proofs can be’ produced, 
only: add to the injury. .Proofs are 
difficult. Eyewitnesses may see the 
torpedo, but the German: Government 
May say no U-boat was there. It may 
insinuate that the British committed 
the outrage themselves in order wick- 


edly. to foment anti-German prejudice. 


In another case it may be a mine, 
whereat the German Government 
washes its hands of the case. But a 
German submarine may have laid the 
mine. That apparently now happens 
frequently. 

The moral certitude is enough. 
There is no doubt of Germany's aim 
to destroy if possible all the means 
by which supplies reach England. To 
accomplish this she has been willing 
to. destroy neutral and enemy mer- 
chantmen without discrimination. The 
advocates of “ unlimited ” 
warfare believed, according to FERDI- 
NAND AVENARIUS in. the Leipziger 
Tageblatt, that by such means “ Eng- 
“land could be starved into submission 
“in two months.” That was what von 
TIRPITZ* thought and proposed to do. 
He had so much political support, 
even after his’ retirement, that the 
Chancellor at last was obliged to.com- 
promise with it in the Reichstag, and 
plead the right of Germany to use 
any weapons against England’s “ pol- 
icy of starvation.” This he said in 
his speech last week. It leaves Ger- 
many’s submarine policy vague and 
undefined, even by the champion of 
moderation. 

What is that policy? No statement 
yet published by the German Govern- 
ment can be reconciled with the wan- 
ton destruction of neutral vessels 
But why debate it?. Submarine war 
against merchant shipping is inher- 
ently inhuman, and for that reason 
should be prohibited, and U-boat war- 
fare as Germany conducts it is too 
blind and dreadful to be endured.

PENALIZING EFFICIENCY. 

Upon the intervention of the Mer- 
chants’ Association the House Com- 
mittee has reopened the decision to re- 
port -favorably the Tavenner bill, 
which acquires additional interest 
since the development of the tendency 
of Government production as a means 
of supplying Government wants. Nev- 
ertheless the association expresses the 
opinion that there is little hope of 
reversing. the decision 
reached. _ 

The Tavenner bill makes {ft a mis- 
demeanor, punishable with ‘fine or 
imprisonment, to use the so- called 
Taylor methods of scientific manage- 
ment in Government work: At the 
hearing upen the bill the witness was 
the spokesman for the Engineers’ 
Committee of Ten, organized to oppose 
a& movement equally repugnant to the 
public interest. and to proféssional 
ideas, -Mr. RicHaRps declared it to be 
the opinion of the manufacturing 
world: and his profession that the 
Tavenner bill could be entitled: “a 
“bill to. penalize efficiency in the 
“public servite.” He ‘thought that 
the proposal to punish any public of- 
ficial who uses the methods. of pri- 
vate establishments in public work 
foreshadows a similar movement 
against like methods in private em- 
ployment. The engineering profession 
desires to call the attention: of the 
public ‘to this “ vicious”. proposal, 
and, therefore, is circulating liter- 
ature-and appealing to Congress.

SHAM NAVAL PREPAREDNESS. 

The eyes of the people of the United 
States have been pried open by FRAN- 
Cisco ViLLa and they now see the truth 
as to the military preparedness of 
this country. They find the resources 
and the. personnel of the standing 
army taxed to the utmost by the de- 
mands of a petty campaign in the -pur- 
suit of a bandit. For years.the Army 
War College and. commanding Gen- 
erals have pleaded in aw as did Lord 
RoBerRts in England,: for military 
measures of vital eat Qur 
statesmen have ignored the Secretary 
of War and the officers who were !1- 
formed of the true condition of things 
and who were inspired, by a spirit of 
zeal and patriotism in their recom- 
mendations. A Mexican outlaw forces 
action which the Chief of Staff could 
not secure. 

There is reason to believe that the 
condition of the navy would prove to 
be quite as bad in the event of sudden 
war. The navy is our first line of 
defense. Everything depends upon it. 
The navy must be ready and it must 
be adequate. Its mission is, if any- 
thing, more vitally important: than 
that of the army. Of its preparedness 
there must be no suspicion. Its readi- 
ness must be real, not a sham. 

Recent hearings in Congress disclose 
the fact that there is a grave difference 
of opinion between officers who are at 
sea and those who are on shore and 
who are under the influence of the 
The former. real- 
ize the truth and would speak it if 
they dared—some of them have done 
so. Some of the latter; the. bureau 
officers, have sought to protect the 
Navy Department and its policies. In 
this they may be commended for loy- 
alty to their chief. They are more 
or less shackled. They are on the de- 
fensive. Rear Admiral BLvE stated 
that we were “ready to meet any 
foe in the Pacific.”. He fails to sub- 
stantiate the statement. ‘Everybody 
in the navy should ‘know that. we are 
not ready for war in the Pacific: Ad- 
miral ‘WINSLow, who is at sea, showed 
that we were deplorably unprepared. 

Rear Admiral Benson, Chief of 
Operations, was much more guarded 
and avoided extravagant claims in 
his statements as to. the preparedness 
of the Navy Department. He “was 
“inclined to favor a General Staff 
“that would avoid a duplication of 
“ official machinery,” but he expresses 
satisfaction with his office and states 
that “the Secretary is always there, 
“anxious to keep in ‘touch with every- 
“thing that. is going on.” This is 
all very well’ as far as it. goes, but 
how -far does ‘it go? . The Admiral 
says that he “has listed 2,031 .mer- 
“chant ships, power boats, and other 
“auxiliary craft’ that might be 
pressed into service in case of war; 
plans:are being prepared for mobiliza- 
tion, strategy, supply, organization, 
&c., “but a fully satisfactory general 
plan had not yet been perfected.” 
He states that we will need 12,000 
men next year,® he “thought” about 
‘8,000 could be raised from the Naval 
Militia in the event of war, and about 
16,000° from ex-service. men. 

It. will, be noted that’ this work -is 
all very good, but jit is all on paper, 
or it’ is mere conjecture. While we 
‘are “listing. merchant ships and 
power boats” we already have a large 
list of battleships and destroyers of 
the first line laid up in reserve; many 
armored cruisers and protected. cruis- 
ers lying idly for years and months 
without officers and men to man their 
guns. In the présent emergency, and 
noting. the predicament of. the army 
in Mexico, we should take ‘account of 
stock, and distinguish between true 
preparedness and sham preparedness. 
Before listing merchant ships we 
should man fighting ships that have 
been listed for years. Before wasting 
time on. plans to mobilize what does 
not exist, we should mobilize ‘what 
does exist | in. the navy. Strategic 
plans will be of little use ifsour. fight- 
ing ships are lying sleepily , at the 
docks without crews.” We cannot

It read: ‘ There 
remains, therefore, to our enemies. only 
one wretched hope, the hunger war, the 
meanest. and most inhuman of their 
means of war.” 

Coming from the land that“has devised 
the use of chlorine gas and lNquid fire 
as “means of war,"’ that persistently 
kas dropped bombs: from Zeppelins on 
helpless and harmless English villages, 
and has treated prisoners, as. revealed 
by the Wittenberg report, this char- 
acterization of the British blockade is 
certainly astonishing, ard doubly so. be- 
cause not only is it obviously a mild and 
legitimate device in comparison -with 
the others mentioned, but because, ac- 
cording to every German account, it 
neither has been nor will be even slightly 
effective in the attainment of its de- 
signed end. Yet in apparent sincerity 
it is called a “devilish plan,’’ and. is 
denounced with a bitterness that could 
not be. greater if its justification were 
admitted, instead of denied, everywhere 
out of Germany! 

The British can well afford to. conféss 
that their attempted blockade is the 
mednest and most inhuman scheme they 
have tried—canh rest their case, that is, 
on the evidence presented by the prose- 
cution. The puzzling thing is why the 
Germans give them a chance to do that 
in the court of the world’s opinion. 


If there ‘be any 
doubt remaining as 
to the relative val- 
ue of circumstan- 
tial evidence, so 
called, and the direct testimony of living 
eyewitnesses, it certainly is not because 
the question has failed to receive the 
consideration of experts in many. lands 
and times,.or because their opinions on 
the subject, as set down in almost in- 
numerable books, are beyond the reach 
of anybody who. wants to learn them. 
Yet it is true that the issue is not yet 
settled, and that there still remains a 
widespread impréssion among. those 
whom the lawyers rather scornfully de- 
scribe as laymen that circumstantial 
evidence is not trustworthy, and that 
there is something wrong or dubjous 
about any conviction based upon it. 

Of course none of the “ authorities ”’ 
countenance this depreciation of cir- 
cumstantial evidence, but the fault none 
the less lies chiefly, if not wholly, with 
the lawyers, not with the laymen, for 
there are few lawyers who can or-do re- 
sist the temptation, when defending a 
criminal against whom there is'no direct 
evidence, ‘first to confirm and then to 
exploit the popular. distrust of the other 
kind. .It.is thus, ‘unquestionably,. that 
the. popular prejudice against circum- 
stantial evidence has been created and 
perpetuated, and the lawyers have littie 
right to complain, as they often’ do, 
whén that prejudice works against them- 
selves and their clients. 

This old controversy has been revived 
by ex-Judge Lacomsar’s letter about the 
sinking of the Sussex, and the familiar 
arguments are again rehearsed with no 
apparent diminution of interest in them. 
It ig somewhat amusing to ndtice that, 
as usual, the. most vigorous vindications 
of ~circumstantial evidence come: from 
lawyers most of whose work, or whose 
most important work, has beeh as pros- 
ecutors.

BUSINESS DONE IN SPANISH. : 
Solving -the Difficult Problem of 


Transiation. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The letter by Mr. Antonio Liano, printed 
“in a reeent issue of THs Tres, is too full 
of sense’ to pass without an-expression of 
appreciation, if not from the business men 
to whom. the letter is especially. addressed, 
at least from a representative of those who 
have the honor of trying te teach | correct 
Spanieh. 

‘Having spent a number of.years in Spanish- 
speaking lands, and having been one of the 
staff of translators at the recent Pan- 
American Congress, I have had occasion to 
observe the great mistake to which Sefior 
Liano so. kindly calls attention, namely, 
careless and ignorant trengiation. 

As for technical translation; there are two 
solutions for the problem that he puts be- 
fore us. Either the individual. translator 
must possess both languages perfectly. or 
natives bf each ‘language “must work to- 
gether, and in either case a complete set of 
dictionaries and reference books must be 
available. If we add to the knowledge of 
such translators’ specia] preparation in a 
‘giyen technical line and to ‘their library 
special «treatises In bédth languages, there 
would result a -dependable combination for 
excellent translation, provided the trans- 
lators be conscientious workers. Such com- 
bination® would be expensive, but, as Mr. 
Liano suggests; they woud earn money for 
the firms that seek to ingratiate themselves 
with rrospective. customers. — 

There ts still another phase of the trans- 


lator’s task that none of the above eugges- |” 


tions fully covers. I refer to the great num- 
ber of local expressions having ebsolutefy no 
exact equivalents, and to the equally nu- 
merous terms of linguistically equivalent 
meanings that are rendered. impossible of 
correct usage in translation by divergent lo- 
cal application. To these. may be added 
terms from.foreign langvages locally incor- 
porated with varying shades of meaning. 
Thus there would seem to be a need for an 
international committee or board, whose de- 
cisions “on al] sith points would be - of- 
ficially recognized, if we are ever to attain 
to any degree of exactness and uniformity. 

Truly, the .‘‘ way of the ‘translator’ is 
hard,’’ but if Mr. Llano’s agitation results in 
opening our eyes to a necessity and arousing 
our sympathy for his countrymen; also a ne- 
onpalty. he will deserve our lasting gratitude.

The ‘statement issued by the museum 
says that’ it has been for some time 
feared by Mr. Morgan and the authori- 
ties of the museum that too long a con- 
tinuous exposure to the light would re- 
sult in deterioration ofthe colors of 
the miniatures, and they «will be with- 
drawn on Monday, May I. 

The miniatures begin with the six- 
teenth century, portrait miniatures pre- 
vious to that time being incidental parts 
of other picturés. Holbein, greatest of 
miniature painters, and the Clouets were 


(the first exponents of the miniature as 


it is known today, and these artists are 
the first represented in’ the Morgan col- 
lection. There are ten miniatures by 
Holbein and his. contemporariés. A fa- 
mous Holbein is of Henry VIII., and

in 1589. It is in.an ivory case engraved 
with the Tudor rose.

Still another is of 
Sir Thomas Moore, and one, interesting 
though slightly damaged, is by Thomas 
Cromwell. 

A miniature of Mary Queen of Scots 
is by an unknown artist, painted when 
the Queen was 23.

Neo Railway Equipment Merger. 

The executive head of a group of pros- 
perous concerns manufacturing railway 
‘equipment was approached recently with 
@ proposal to merge all his concerns 
under one head. By means of a mer- 
ger, it was suggested, it would be pos- 
sible to concentrate in one sales agency 
and greatly reduce overhead expenses. 
But the equipment manufacturer de- 
clined. It would be impracticable, he 
insisted, to run a locomotive concern, a 
freight car concern, a brake factory, a 
spring factory and various ether equip- 
ment concerns under one sales agency. 
Each of these departments, he said, 
must develop its own expert salesman 
and each-salesman must have only one 
thing to sell, “ Weare now operating 
our yarious concerns from a central 
executive office,” said the -equipment 
manufacturer, ‘‘ but we do not propose 
to extend this idea to sales. A man 
who sells new locomotives cannot sell 
freight cars. He can sell only one 
thing and do it well. The man with 
too many things in his kit will lose in 
the competition. He is dealing exclu- 
sively with technical men and he must 
know all about his subject. We use 
only young men, all livé wires, and we 
do not expect them to know more than 
one line of goods thoroughly.”

ing the possibility of withdrawing their 
goods at this early date-because satis- 
factory duplicate deliveries apparently 
cannot be made by the mills.

Not only will 
prices on Spring stuff be much higher 
than at present, according to this mer- 
chant, but if conditions do not change 
for the better there will scarcely “ be 
enough merchandise to supply the initial 
needs of the wholesalers.

What About Viool’ Sweaters?’ 

There is a knit goods wholesaler in 
this market who is willing to wager 
anything short of an. automobile that, 
from 25 to 50 percent. of the goods 
called for by orders: now on the books 
of the wool sweater manufacturers will 
not be, delivered. for the ‘Fall. season. 
This applies particularly to the cheaper 
and more vopular-priced lines. ‘ The 
trouble,’’ he says, ‘‘is that there. will 
not be enough .wool to go around. Al- 
ready the yarn men are paying yery 
high prices! for their stock, even the big 
onés that. buy on long contracts. This 
means that yarns are going to be scarce 
and;high, which means the same thing, 
in. turn, for the finished goods.. Most 
of the manufacturers have oversold, I 
believe, and a quarter to a half of. the 
orders ‘they now have will go unfilled 


unless a- remarkable, change for the 


better comes at once. This does:. not 
seem probable. ‘The fact is that the 
wholesalers hold the bulk of existing 
sweater stocks at the present. I have 
had mill men come to me and try to 


‘buy back, at full prices, goods they had 


sold me earlier in the year. Naturally, 


I refused. _The retailera are virtually 
eating sweaters up, especialy those*who 
have graduated from the ‘ doubting 
Thomas’ class. This applies to real 
and fibre silk sweaters als sweaters also.’’ 


BRIDGE TRAFFIC IN INCREASES. 


The Williamsburg Structure, Fig- 
ures Show, Is Most Popular. 


A steady <ncrease in the traffic on the 
East River bridges, although there was 
some decrease in the Brooklyn Bridge 
last year, was shown by a report made 
by the Bridge Department and given 
out yesterday by the. Public Service 
Commission... In 1912 the daily traffic 
over the bridges was 559,591; in 1913, 
742,992; in 1914, 763,082; in 1915, 804,146. 

The Williamsburg Bridge is now the 
most-popular.: In twenty-four hours last 
year 355,561 passenger passed over it, 
which was an increase of about 8,000 
over 1914, when the daily travel was 
$27,184. 

Travel over Brooklyn Bridge in 1915 


was 243,617 a day, @ falling off of about 
50,000 from the 398,706 a day in 1914. 
This was proceny accounted for by the 
opening of the Centre Street Loop and 
the Fourth Avenue; Brooklyn, subways, 
which had increased the travel over the 
Manhattan Bridge from 52,395 a:day in 
1914 to 111,814 in 1915. 

The Queensboro Bridge also showed 
some increases in 1915, from 89,847 in 
1914, to. 98,654 last year.

SEES FOREIGN TRADE SLUMP 


Leslie _M. Shaw Warns Business 
Men of Conditions After War. 


Leslie M. Shaw, fdrmer Secretary of 
the Treasury, at a luncheon of the Ark- 
wright Club, 320 Broadway, yesterday, 
warned more than 200 business men and 
others of a slump in trade conditions in 
foreign markets following the war. He 
said that, taking England as an ex- 
ample, our products would not be in 
such enormous demand as most of us 
at present assume they will be. At the 
same time, Mr. Shaw said, that, follow- 
ing the war, there would be a new 
world, commercially, financially, and 
perhaps socially. He warned the busi- 
ness men, however, not to be too op- 
timistic about their D gk os wend in the 
conditions that would pertain in the 
future. 

“When the boys come out of the 
trenches,”’ said r. Shaw, ‘‘they will 
produce more food than is being pro- 

uced now and will consume less, and 
the result will be that the United States’ 
imports into England will be much less. 
The conditions following the war will 
be the same as when the boys came 
back from the civil war.” 

The speaker severely criticised the 
navy. ‘“‘ We sent our fleet around the 
world to make an impression,’’ he said, 

‘and we-did make an impression. Ev- 
erybody in the world knew that we 
had to hire twenty-seven foreign ships 
to take along the coal for the fleet. 


STEEL MARKET QUIETER. 


New Buying Reported Lighter— 
Manufacturers Weil Supplied. 


The familiar tale of recent weeks is 
still being told in steel trade circles, that 
of a demand greater than plant facilities 
are equal to. The Iron Age says: 

There is the same urgent demand upon 
the milis for the delivery of steel, a good 
deal of it overdue, but the market is less 
feverish ani new buying is lighter. Manu- 
facturing consumers are covered for some 
months ahead and the fear of not being 
able to get material for their operations 
in the second half of the year is less a 
factor. 

Rail sales for 1917 have brought some 
mills to the point of having di d of 
all the rails. that can be rolled from the 
steel apportioned to them for the full first 
half of 1917 and im one or two cases 
farther. More steel capacity will be com- 
ing along late this year and early next 
year and the rail mills will share in its 
output. Meanwhile developments point, 
not to fluctuating prices for rails, but to a 
new stabilized price, beginning with May, 
ranging $3 or $4 a ton above the $30 level 
for open hearth rails. 

The Iron Trade Review says: 

Operating considerations at this time ate 
recefving more serious attention than mar- 
ket matters. The reason for this is not 
difficult to ascertain, for some of the mills 
already haye found that they are over- 
sold on their expected production for the 
current year. ile production is 
enormous, some of the mills have not been 
able to bring if up to what they had 
anticipated, as shortages of , delays 
in new construction, and repair materials, 
&c., are playing their part. There is a 
very heavy demand now in the market for. 
steel for last-half delivery from munition 
manufacturers, and the latter are in serious 
danger of not being able to get all they 
will require in view of the prior obliga~ 
tions of the works.

When Judse Rosalsky, who wis still on 
the bench, heard’ that Louden had been’ 
sitting -in court all day -with‘ a ‘loaded 
Pistol in his pocket he bécame very in- 
dignant. Mr. Spielberg hurriedly - ex- 
plained that Louden *had a-.permit to 
carry the pistol, which had been ‘granted 
to him by an up-State Police Justice, 
a which would not éxpire’ until’ May 

1, 1916. 


Judge Rosalsky déclared it mattered f 


nothing whether he had _a permit or not. 
Louden, the Court said, should not - have 
been permitted, as a prisoner on ‘trial- 
for a crime, to’ sit armed in. court. 

x2 I've insisted on that rule for many 
years,’ said the Judge, and any court 
officer ‘should have- known. better than 
to ‘lét. the defendant! sit- here with the 
gun,in' his pocket.- Suppose, as a prac- 
tieal consideration, he should suddenly 
take it into-his_bead to shoot up a jury— 
what would happen then ?” 


Weapon Held Eight Bullets. 


During the entire controversary -over 
the revolver, Louden stood erect fo the 
full height-of his 6 feet. He tugged 
several times. at the.end of his German 
mustache, but made no remark. Asked 
by a court officer if he had any more 
weapons on- him, he’ replied with a 
nervous laugh, “No; that was all,” 

The «pistol, which had eight bullets 
fin its magazine, was given to Detective 
Russo ‘and. Louden was conducted to 
the ‘Pombs. . His counsel had offered to 
take ciates of the weapon, but Judge 
RoSalsky refused to allow that because 
Mr. Spielberg had no permit to carry 
a pistol. 

Aside from producing evidence to show 
that Louden was a bigamist, Assistant 
listrict Attorney Minton, who. proée- 
ees. the case, endeavored to convince 

the jury that Louden had tried to bribe 

ederal officials to drop the casé. 
ording to Joseph A: Baker and A. G. 
Adams, both agents of the Deere 
of Justice, who collected. the bigamy 
evidence against Louden, the ‘‘Count’: 
offéred to spend “* $1,000’ if they would 
him escape prosecution 

The two women who testified against 

him yesterday were Amelia’ Wendt of 
Poughkeepsie and Rose O’Brien of. Al- 
bion, N. Y. Laila Florence Allendorf, 
the third wife. Louden: was alleged to 
have married, was not in court..- First 
te tel her story was Amelia Wendt, 
now Mrs. Arnold. She said ‘she married 
Louden, under the name of Chi- 
mang, on Sept. 25; 1893, and lived with 
him one year, after which he. disap- 
eared. One-son, now 22 years old, was 
jorn of the marriage. From the. time 
of his disappearance, Mrs. Arnold said, 
she did not’ see Louden again until his 
arraignment last October, when she rec- 
ognized him at once as her husband. 


First Marriage Cenceded. 


Lawyer Spielberg, for the defense, 
eonecded. the facts of this first mar- 
riage, and Assistant District Attorney 
Minton thereupon called to the stand 
Rose O’Brien, who said she married 

uden on Noy. 14, 1912. At that time, 
she testified, he-called himself Max B. 
Louden, and told her he was a “ Count, ¥ 
but was not “ wearing his title.” Fol- 
lowing their marriage, she said, he ob- 
tained from her several thousand dol- 
lars, which he had never returned.
